Such wording bears ample proof that 
the Chinese laws do not recognise 
the selling. end buying of children. 
Tnstinctively no parents are willing 
to part with their children: It is 
only when hard prossed. by 
dire poverty or extremely 
distressed circumstances, when 
to. , ‘sell their children is 
‘to save the lives of their children as 
well as their own, that they bow to 
this most painful necessity. Withour 
| going into a series of cases, | may 
| here give you an instance, which has 
just taken place with my own people. 
A widow and ber younger daughter 
of about eight were seen standing 
at. the gate ‘of my .~house, 
weeping. When I was going 
out, I saw them and turned back to 
lask my ‘people what the woman. 
! wanted... They told me that the 
| woman had been to them, begging 
‘them to buy her daughter as, they 
| were starving. Her husband died 
' years azo, leaving her and two 
‘daughters, the elder of whom had 
‘already been sold,’ fortunately to 
| good people. -With “the pro
